n%v. suppose there i3 little reason to donbt
that the bill repealing the Fenare-of Offios aot
will pass the Senate, ns It hag the Honse. The
repeal will be generally apl;lt-\"ud by the peo-
ple, who, knowing that the publio sarvioe I8
mv'oltlnsly vorrupt, desire that General Grant
should be deprived of every exouse for failing
to reform it. As between the rasoally Repab-
lioan officials who wvow hold places and any
oaaible use the new President may make of
his powsr, the people do mnot hesitate a mo-
ment to prefer the arbitrary will of the latter.
Wo are willing to concede that the power of
ramoval for merely politioal reasons, or re-
moval withont reasons, ia subjeot to great
abuse, and that it has been greatly abused.
But the experiment of & different syatem, pro-
ceoding from the motives it did, and attandesd
by the resulta it has, has pretiy much discon-
raged any expectation ol venstita from giving
& greater fixity to the tenurs of offioe. Vhlt-'
aver fate might have attended Mr. Jeanokes
bill uoder more favorable ciroumstances,
there {a no chance that it oan be passed now.
Our experience of & fixed tenure, with a
onmbrous and ronndabout method of re-
moval, bas poared odium upon what
might, rhaps, have been a promising
reform. Ws have found that officers are more
likely to fail in integrity than im ocapaoity;
and that dighonesty is infloitely the greater
avil of the two. The duties of most
administrative offices are very simple. Oaqr
whols history lhardly furnishes a remember-
able example of apy great detriment to the
pablio interests by the ignorance or imbecility
of merely ministerial oficers. The ohief evils
to be guarded against are frauds, defaloations,
bribery, collusions between officers of the
ravenue and those who onght to pay it. These
gvils have grown to such & height under a
fixed tenure, that everybody feels that the
great urgency at present is not to keep men
in offics, but to turn them out. Honesty is a
thing thatcan be tested only by a trial. Knaves
are often ao crafty, so subtle, they so habitually
oover their tracks and conceal the evidence of
thelr orimes, that they may remain long in
office without any tangible evidence of ir
guilt. They may be snspeoted, and yet there
may not be agsinst them a sointilla of proof
whioch might pot be consistent with inuno-
cenoe, slthough it raised suspicions of their
guillt. [ the President has the power of
prompt removal withont any mnecessity of
giving reasons, or any liability to review, he
can clear out &ll suspected persons at onoe,
withont injuring their reputation if innoocent,
or waiting for complete evidence if they are
guilty. The real motive for removal might do
great injustice if the Prezident wers compelled
to disclose it; but if he can remove withont as-
signing any reason, and this practice is
habitnal, no wrong can be done, for no man's
hopesty is Impeached. 1f there is tangible
ovidenoe of malversation, the officer should be
prosecuted after his removal and made to
sofler the legal punishment; but when a man
is merely removed, bie should be deamed inno-
cent until he is proved gnilty. This constant
liability to removal cuts off all possibility of a
chioaning defense when there i3 guilt which
the evidence does not reach, and it invigorates
effigiency and fldelity. Buch a power is
indeed liable to great abusge; but the abases
are a8 notbing compared with the wide-spread
rottenness which kas grown up under the
opposite system.
bLen, as may often happen, the President
and Benate are of different politios, the evils
of a fixed tennre become stupendous. lich
branoh of the appointing power wishes to
keep its own partisans in office, and knaves
are furuished with the ready delense of sayiong
that charges against their character are in-
vented by political hostility. The effuct is to
ont the sinews of responsibllity, or rather to
abolish official responsibility altogether, aund
leave no resource against official corruption
but the slow, tedious, cumbrons forms of a
legal progecution, where a flaw in the indioct-
ment, or evidence morally conclasive bat
lagally inadmissible, or the slackness or con-
nivance of proseculing oflicers, may enable
scoundrels to go scot free. This is sarely a
bad system: it i3 not easy to imsgine any-
thing worse. It has brought about sach a
atate of things that, if General Graot shall be
honest, eflicient, and resolute in using the
power about to be restored to the President,
it will be & long time before any scheme for
Eiving 8 fixed tenure of oflice can even gain a
earing.

The Shadow of Coming Events—@rant and
Congress,
From the N, Y. Herald,

The Vicksburg campaign gave birth to a
new popular leafur; for it brought into promi-
nent notioe the commander of the Federal
forces to whom had been sntruated the task of
vapturlnﬁ the key point of the Rebel line of
defense, Vicksbnrg, lu the faceof all militury
counsgl, General Grant staked his futare npon
the success of & movement whose very bold-
ness wade it frresisitble. He soon alter re-
paired the misfortunes of Genersl Rosecrans
and defeated the army of Geoeral Bragg.
KEverywhere infosigg his indombtable svergy
into the troops under his command, be finally
bheaded the Army of the Potomae, and with
the objective point, Richwond, bLefore him,
puihed the great foice npon the Rebellion,
constantly grinﬂin{ sgninet it like s gigantiv
millstone from the Wilderness to Appowmattox
Court House.

In peace, ad in war, the man was tested.
Geperona to fhose who had drawn the sword
sgainst the Governwent, through patriotic yet
mistaken zeal, be at onee, and even npon the
last fleld of battle, showed his lﬁpracullon of
the problem of reconstruction by the libaral
terma granted to the vanguished, He robbed
no hovors from those under him; he gave
them their just share of praise, for they were
of his own namiog, and to have them do well
was to reflect back npon Lim for his good judg-
ment in their gelection, The peopls tried him
in the vivil administratiou of the War Depart-
ment, and the results were an imwmediate and
immense redaction of its expenditures, Thus
the man made hia mark wherever he was
placed. He did well, stamped his own char-
soter upon his work, and pleased us, Forthis
we have elected him our President for the next
four years. His oapacity for war, npon which
we have tonohed, 18 & uist foros, valaable for
those persons to consider who do not feel dis-

sed to acoept certain resnlts which have
r:«-n reasoped futo practical existence by the
pabre, His generoaity (o the fos was the best
proof that he nuderstood that the Bouth reprs-
ssuted a vast and well-populated territory;
that it posgessed a high-spirited and vigorons
people, full of fature power and wealth; that
these faots must be recogmized as a powerfal
existing foroe to be harmonized as rapidly as
Eouiblo with the elements against whiok they

ad been olashing in a four years' dusperate
comtest. His concessions to merit gave the
ple & proof that the cormorants who lnfest

all public places wonld be forced from
thelr prey; that men wonld ba sslested for

them: that whisky riogs wonld be ormshed
ol:l I;'Ill'l" and joba coase to plunder
and sap the energlss of the puople; that in
forelgn countries wa ghould no longer bs
re by meh who disgraoe us, for
throogh them we oause other nations to take
n# st the estimate whioh we tl:oq npon our-
pelves. His economy in t War Offica
showed bis desire to redase the burden of debt
under whioh the nation is now sta ggering, and
from which, if uorelieved, it will shake itself
free by repudiation. It showed that in every
department of government it waa his desire to
institnte that military exaotneas of adminis-
tration in public expenditure whioh is alone
suited 10 & country at the moment it amerges
from a great war covered wiih ita attendant
corraptions. %

In unison with Grant, tha people considered
that the reforms and policy hers eambodied
were a necessity to the fatara waell-balng of
the nation, and, looking for their best expo-
nent, naturally elected as Presidant the man
who had proven himsaelf, above all olhers, to
be most fitted for the ohlel exeoutive offica of
the Goveroment.

Through General Grant Congreas has imms-
diately felt the strong hand of the people. The
ghadow they had been walohing constantly
inoreased in intensity. Coungress has nsurped
a transient power in the struggle with an im-
beoile President, whom, by the Tenure-o/-
Office bill and other restriotions, they woand
up in a web from which, despite all effort, he
conld mot break. Now, however, Congress
bends to the irresistible mandate of the peopls,
and reatores the power usarped from the Exe-
cutive. By this it is proven that Graunt, as a
newly elected President, governs ia all great
issnes from the day of his eleotion. The forty-
geven Representatives who cling to the past
will be baried with it. The men who, headad
by Butler, have the brains to measure the tem-
per of the nation and accept its wishes as law,
are opening the way to solid and beneficial
legiglation. Under the leadership of Grant
and these men we expecta general restoration
of our totterivg fortunes; for we have a great
destiny before ug, whose mandate it iz folly
to disobey. We want legislation shaped to
the fact Lthat we are making onrselves, by oar
railway and telegraph eystems, more vompnot
as a pation than the State of Massachuseits
was as & province in 1530. We want Con-
gress to recognize that we face between six
and eeven hundred millions of people in Asia,
and that there are thirty-five millions of peo-
ple gouth of us calling upon us for commer-
cial intercourse. On this continent we ocoupy
the commercial centre of the world, and all
maps now illustrative of the lines of trada
place North America in the centrs, with Ea-
rope aud Asia on either hand.

The ivfluence which he, as the representative
of the people, already throws over the times
indicates the temper of the nation. Oar oivil
war has not yet ended, nor will it end till the
fourth day of next March. Then we may feel
rest from the gigantic struggle of eight years.
Then we shall lanoch a new commeroe, tretch
our irom arms towards the Pacifio, rapidly
shake off onr mational debt, and bury the patty
memories of civil strife in the secoud chapter
of our mighty civilization.

Amnesty aud Sullvage,
From the Tribune.

The former ruling class of Virginia has
steadfastly opposed uegro suifrage. On New
Year's Day this class, through representatives
every way qualified, by ability, past services,
high staudicg aud hold upon the counfidence of
the community, to speak for I, decided to
abandon the opposition. It made mo hypo-
critical pretense of changed opinfons; bat,
frankly avowing the contiuned belief that in
their present conditlon the negroes are not
eafe depositaries of political power, bowed
nevertheless to the verdict of the recent elec-
tions, in the hope that harmony might be re-
stored on the basis of impartial suffrage and
universal ammnesty. Bince their defeat the
attitnde of these men has seemed sullen and
dizcontented, if not dspgerous. They come
now bearing the olive brauch,

We are %n favor of meeting them in the
sawe epirit. Where no daoger is involved,
we hold that an adjostment in s matter in
which we have been 80 overwhelmingly vioto-
rions ghould be gemerons rather than hig-
gling. We have no wish to see these leading
men of their State constantly forced to contem-
plate themselves in the light of viotims of na-
tiopal wrath. Even if no higher motives con-
trolled the Government, we should consider it
gshrewder policy now to alleviate the soréness
of defeat. It is very trne that we can reor-
ganize without the distranchised class, and can
gecure negro suflrage without it. Bat we doubt
if any true friend to the negroes will longer
urge disfranchizement for their sake. We pro-
foundly distrust the view that negro suffrage
secured by disfranchisement of a large part of
the more intelligent population will conduoe
to permanent peace, Won in defiance of the
old ruling clasees, it may, in the revolutions
of politics, be some day lost in their trinmph,
Won, by common consent, in & peacefal ad-
juiiment wherein each party gains something,
it becomes s pledge of peace, and rests hanos-
forth on the gunarantee of the common faith
ard the common interest.

We hail, therafore, the evidences that the
committes now urging on Congress on behalf
of the old ruling class of that State the plan
of impartisl suilrage and universal amnesty
is supported by the preponderapcs of [ntelli-
gent public sentiment al home. As was to be
expected, the movement is severely criticized
in many aud diverse quarters. The more bit-
ter and maligoaut of the old Rebel class de-
nonnos it a8 the surrender of a vital principle,
The new-comers who, with the negross, give
the main support to the present Btats Govern-
went denonuce it a8 & new device of the old
spemy, whom they hold it 4 teat of loyalty to
fight forever and forever.

Lbe Virg nlans who, through four years of
decolating war, formed the main bolwark of
the Rekel cause. We believe the return of

There is no absolote necessity, surely, for
encumbering the currency gquestion with dis-
puted pointg aflecting the pablio debt, Mr,
Updyke bhas stated with much ocogeucy the
case against immediate resumption, and Mr,
Walker has done similar servios in (ta favor,
withont raising the issue of good faith or re-
ndiation in its bearing on the national
nda.

Mr. Ewing raiges afresh the title of the
holders of five-twenties to payment in ooln.
In his opivion the title is iuvalid, and he em
ploys a good deal of ingenione argument, aud
some objurgation which isa not fogenions, te
show that they may be paid in gresnbacks
He echoss [President Johnson's warniog
sgalnet those who drive hard bargains, aaod
prediola popular reslstance to uaury if the
Liolders of the bonds press thelr interpretation
of the contraot. There may have been a
pretext for this kind of talk while Me.
Seymonr's pretensions to the Presidenocy wars
undecided. The good faith of the (Govern-
ment was one of the mattera in controversy
between the parties, and Mr. Ewing's argn-
ment wonld then have been in order. Now,
it I8 a gratuitons attempt to excite dis-
trust, The countiry has decided the dispute.
The volce that assigned Grant to the Presi-
denoy deoreed with equal distinotnesa the
payment of the bondholders according to the
apirit of the law. The considerations nrged
by Mr. Ewing were all before the peopls from
the 4th of July to the 3d of November, aud
they rejected them a8 at variance with the
honor and interest of the Repablio. The con-
struction he insists upon they rejected, sad
they declared instead that the Goverament
sha disobarge ita obligations to the
bolders of its bonds in the cuarrenoy of tha
world, This declaration, so recent and em-
phatio, shonld be sccepted as oconclusive. It
is proof in advance that the dootrine of an
‘“‘equitable adjustment,”’ with which Cob-
bett tickled the ignorance of an Eoglish mual-
titude, will find no favor with the Awmerican
people.

We do not, however, nnderstand Mr. Ewing
to contemplate the act whioh Le attempts to
justify. He denies the clalm of the bond-
holders with a view to the completion of
another bargain—mnot for the purposs of pay-
ing out greenbacks for five-twenties withont
wore ado. His aim, In fact, seems to be akin
to that of Mr, Bherman last year—namely,
to compel the bondlholders, by an appeal to
their fearg, to eurrender their six per cent.
security for a four per cent. which it is pro-
posed to issne. Notwithstanding his own hos-
tile exposition of the bondholders’ title, Mr
Ewing is willing to waive the extreice position,
and to compromise by a scheme of funding.
He is willing to sully the national honor, aud
to repudiate the understood terms of a cou-
tract, for the sske ol saving two per cent. per
spuum intereat on the five-twenty bonds !
We will not say that the saving wounld be
inconsiderable. Bat it wonld be trifling in
cowparison with the damage done to the
pablic credit, and the loss thus indirectly
entailed on the business portion of the vom-
munity. ]

The proposition Is excused by Mr. Kwing on
the ground that resomption must be preosded
by tunding. We believe that this ia a rever-
sal of the process that may best be employed
—that funding will be impossible uniil re-
snmption shall have been eflected. This, how-
ever, is immaterinl so tar as Mr. Ewing is con-
cerned. e holds, with Mr. Opdyke, that the
country having adapted itsell in a great de-
gree to an inflated avd irredeemable currency,
need be in no hurry to return to specie pay-
ments, It oan get on guite well without them,
be thiuks—at least for some time; and when
that time expires the chaoge to be effected
will be comparatively small. There is, un-
doubtedly, much foroe in this version of the
cage. It is preferable to the plans propossd
for resnming by mere legislutive enactment, as
well a3 to plans for hastening resumption by
werciless contraction. But i, as Mr, Ewing
holds, immedigte resumption is neither exps-
dient nor poasible, what cenceivabla reason is
there for projecting & funding echems as a
preliminary to it, with repudia‘ion as the
foundation of the whole?

The truth is that, unsound a8 onr present
financial condition is, it may be borne still
longer muoch better than the evils which a
discussion shaped after the manper of Mr.
Ewing would assuredly entail, or which
wonld as certainly follow an attempt to legis-
late us back to a gold basia by any means yet
presoribed in Congress. What is wanted is
judicious preparation for resumption, leaving
the realizationof it contingent upon circum-
stances hereafter to be developed. And,
meanwhile, it is above all things expedient to
repress disputes involving the national faith,
predicated npon demands which, as yet, have
1o actual tenoe.
